Full Description of the Process Which 
Was Used. 


PIECE IS” CAST ENTIRE. 


The equestrian statue of General John A. 
Logan which is to be formally unveiled in 
the Lake Front Park on Thursday, July 22, 
will be brought into the city at 10 o'clock 

this morning on the Michigan Central road, . 
The. car conveying the statue will be 
switched on the sidetracks of the Illinois 
Central in Hyde Park. 

Twelve men, employés of the Henri Bon- 
nard bronze works in New York, reached 
the city yesterday and will assist in the 
proper placing of the statue. ~ 

Vincent St. Gaudens, the sculptor, who is 
‘Just now at ‘his summer home in Windsor, 
Vt., is expected to be in Chicago next Mon- 
day. Though his work was practically end- 
ed whén he turned the plaster model over 
to the bronze company, he desires to be 
present when the figure is set up in order to 
see that every detail is carried out in con- 
ponance. with his conception. He viewed 
the work in New York after it had been 
finished by the Henri Bonnard company, and 
expressed himself as well pleased with the 
execution. The statue, as now completed, 
carries out in eyery way the ideal of its 
fashioner. 

Working Night and Day. 

For five weeks the men in the Bonnard 
works, 430. West Sixteenth street, New 
York, have been working night and day to 
have the statue completed on time. Their 
work was finished late on Friday night and 
the big piece of work was put on the cars 
on Saturday morning, just four months and 
fourteen days after the company got the 
order. 

While the work on the statue itself is thus 
progressing satisfactorily, there is plenty of 
‘action on the part of the committees in 
charge wf the ceremonies of unveiling. The 
general plans for the order of parade have 
been arranged and today a great force of 
workmen will be put at the task of making 
the Lake Front Park presentable for the 
erercises. 

Description of the Statue. 


The Bonnard Bronze company in New 
York yesterday gave out explicit descrip-

car. | From the base of the statue to the top 
of the flag the height is 26 feet 5 inches. 

It fs the largest equestrian statue in Amer- 
ica, and the only equestrian work ever de- 
signed by St. Gaudens. From the base to 
the top of the horse’s withers is 11 feet 3 
inches, to the top of General Logan's head 
15 feet 11 inehes. The body of the horse 
alone weighs 5,126 pounds. The flag, which 
‘no live m&an could lift, has a 1,200 pound 
attraction toward the center of the earth, 
and the bronze figure holds it out in the 
right hand with ease. The entire statue will 
put 14,200 pounds burden on its granite 
pedestal. 


Figure of General Logan. 

The figure of General Logan is dressed in 
the uniform and accoutrements of a Major- 
General, He sits erect and bareheaded, with 
his left hand grasping the bridle reins, and in 
his right hand holding the large flag. His 
sword and scabbard hang at his left side, 
just behind the saddle, and on the same side 
at the pommel of the saddle is his pistol in 
its holster. 

+ The horse is in an attitude of restraint. 

His neck is arched and head drawn almost 

against his breast by the firm hold of his 

rider. His right forefoot is raised in an im- 
patient way, and he seems,to bear out the 

description of the war-horse in the Old Tes- 

tament. 

The sculptor has succeeded in making the 
entire plece breathe the air of war. Eager- 
ness and impatience are in every feature 
of horse and rider. 

Process of Casting. 

‘sBugene F. Aucaigne, President and Gen- 

eral Manager of the Henri Bonnard Bronze 

company andalso President of the Sculptors’ 
association, gave the New York correspond- 

ent of THE TRIBUNE an interesting account 
of the processes through which the statue 
has passed and the methods of casting it 
into bronze. He is anxious that the work 
shall meet with popular approval as well 
as that of the sculptor, and takes pardonable 
pride in the fact that casting such statues — 

a few years ago had to be done entirely 
abroad. 

Formerly, he said, bronze statues were 
cast in a number of small piéces and then 
riveted together. But recently the process 

- has been perfected until they are cast in 
one large entire piece. 
Each Figure Entire. 

This was the method with the Logan 
st€tue, the horse, and rider, and flag, how- 
ever, necessarily being distinct pieces, 
which will be put in place with rivets. Cast- 
ing a figure entire and as thin as possible 
economizes. metal, allows it to cool more 
Quickly, prevents the separation of the aoy, 
and, of course, makes the figure more com~ 
pact. 

The plaster model was first furnished the 
bronze company by the sculptor. This was 
the exact size the statue was to be when 
completed. From this model the bronze- 
founders built the molds of sand. The sand 
Used in building the molds came from 
France, the unost famous bed where it is 
mined being at Fontenoy aux Roses, near 
Paris. There were upwards of 2,500 pieces 
in the mold” After the sand had been com- 
pactly beaten into molds around the plaster 
cast the whole thing was dismantled and a 
Clay core substituted for the plaster and 
fashioned thereby into the shape of the 
plaster cast. 

Then the mold was again dismantied and 
the clay cast removed. About a quarter 
of an inch was then taken off the entire 
surface of the clay, and it was replaced in 
the mold. This quarter inch represents the 
thickness of the bronze. 

Finishing Touches. 

Into the model were then worked gates, a 
they are technically calied, through which 
the molten metal was poured.

SEEK CONTROL OF THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Great Britain and France Propose to 
Join the United States in the 
Enterprise. 


‘New York, July 12.—[{Special.]—A special 
to the Journal from Washington says:. 
An understanding has been reached be- 
tween France and Great Britain looking to 
the completion and control of the Panama 
Canal. Germany is invited to participate, 
but, owing to the Greeco-Turkish compli- 
cation, her assent has been delayed, though 
it will undoubtedly come in time. Now an 
effort is being made to learn if the United 
States will. come in and form a quadruple 
alliance for the completion and neutraliza- 
tion of the canal. 

Should such an alliance be effected, it 


Fourteen hundred and 
Seventy-seven naval vessels, mounting 15,- 
2853 guns and manned by 178,685 seamen, 
would stand for the protection of the canal 
under the flags of the four great powers 
named.

Appleton has done more as yet than present 
a brief argument against the feasibility of 
the Nicaragua Canal, and to show the bene- 
fit which would come to the United States 
by having huge contracts for construction 
work thrown into the hands of American 
contractors. The tremendous work on the 
Chicago drainage canal first opened the 
eyes of the canal company to the advantage 
of having America in. 

It is a part of the huge scheme to secure 
powerful American interests through these 
contracts to such an extent that the Nica- 
ragua Canal project can be thrust aside. 

The scheme of the quadruple alliance had 
its inception in the wonderful financial brain 
which engineered the Suez.Canal deal, by 
which a majority of its stock came into the 
possession of Great Britain—the house of 
Rothschilds. For several years this mag- 
nificent coup of high finance has been ma: 
turing. The stock and bonds of the Panama 
Canal company have been depressed to so 
low a figure that they actually represent a 
tangible value in the work already done upon 
the canal. 


that the canal can be completec with locks 
through the Culebra cut at a sum not to 
exceed £20,000,000—in round figures 
000,000. On this basis a diviiend-earning 
capacity. of 4 per cent could be predicated 
on the fresh capital and the stock in the 
old company at its present valuation, pro- 
vided that the millions of bonds known to 
have been fraudulently taken possession cf 
by the canal ring and its accomplices can 
be canceled.

Clerked for Potter Palmer. 

In his early manhood Columbus taught 
school, clerked in a country store, and then 
‘came to Chicago and became a clerk in the 
firy goods store of Potter Palmer. He ar- 
rived here in 1856 and worked for Mr. 
Palmer for four or five years. He was con. 
sidered the ‘‘ best looking’ man in the 
store, and Mr. Palmer used to say he seld 
more silks than any man he had ever known. 
He was of a frugal disposition and was soon 
able to leave the dry goods emporium to 
start a country store at Pekin, Ill., then an 
important interior town. He prospered and 
formed an alliance with David Marks, a 
Pekin capitalist, afterward marrying the 
latter’s daughter Sarah, who was an only 


chilé. 
Rullding Railroads. 

Succeeding to the management of the 
Marks estate, which amounted to over a 
million, Mr. Cummings found the general 
store business too small and local, and en- 
tered upon a meteoric career as a railroad 
builder, with William B.:-Howard as asso- 
Mr. Howard was a practical con- 
tractor, while Mr. Cummings was in posses- 
sion of capital enough for ambitious under- 
takings. The first road they built was the 
Chicago, Pekin and Southwestern, a line 
then some forty or. fifty miles long. Mr. 
Cummings was President of the company. 
The road was sold in 1886 t. the Chicago, 
Santa Fé and California railway company. 

After this venture was well under way Cal- 
vin 8S. Brice came into business relations

BREAK IN THE ANTI-TRUST FIGHT. 


New York Court Absolves Presidents 
of the Anthracite Coal Compan>és 
from Giving Testimony. - 


Albany, N. Y., July 12.—Justice Alden 
Chester has vacated the orders granted by 
him upon the application of the Attorney 
General in June last compelling the Presi- 
dents of the various anthracite coal road 
companies to appear before a referee as 
witnesses in a procedure under the new 
anti-trust laws to determine whether there 
is an alleged illegal contract arrangement or 
combination in violation of chapters 383 and 
384 of the laws of 1897 and in ‘which they or 
their roads are participants. 


given was argued before Judge Chester on 
June 8, some two weeks after he had grant- 
ed a motion of the Attorney General for the 
appointment of a referee and also after the 
service upon the Presidents of the various 
roads of orders for them to appear before 
such referee. The motion was on behalf of 
the various roads—the Delaware and Hud- 
son, the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern, the New York, Ontario and Western, 
and the Jersey Central—for a vacation of the 
orders so granted, on the ground that the 
acts were unconstitutional, that the Legis- 
lature exceeded its powers, and that the 
powers given to the Supreme Court Judge 
exceeded the judicial functions allowed by 
the constitution. Eminent counsel argued 
the case for the roads. Judge Chester grant- 
ed the order under the new law and without 
reference to the merits of the application.

Mayor Harrison won hia fight last night 
and the ordinance permitting” the General 
Electric road to use the trolley system fs 
dead. 

It is generally conceded the General Klec- 
tric road itself is dead with it, or so nearly 
so it will take heroic treatment to revive 
it, and no one now expects it to be bullt 
unless conditions greatly change. 

What is of more importance yet, the 
“gang” in the City Council is badly eplit 
up. Alderman McInerney has put himself 
up as a rival to Alderman Powers for the 
leadership and it is felt to be doubtful if 
“the boys,” as they call themselves, can 
soon, if ever, be rallied again for the pur- 
pose of “ doing business.” 

The Council adjourned to Sept. 27. 


Yerkew’ Prospects Not So Bright. 

The prospects of Mr. Yerkes getting what 
favors he wants from the Counell are not 
nearly as bright as they’ were a week ago 
and there is trouble all along the line. The 
failure of the gang Aldermen to hang to- 
gether to override the Mayor’s veto has 
helplessly demoralized them and they are 
afraid to trust each other. Charges of bad 
faith and selling each other out afe being 
made right and left among these Aldermen 
and the best opinion last night was it will 
be impossible to ever get them again work- 
ing together in harness. 

In the meantime Mayor Harrison 
triumphant. He has demonstrated he is net 
only capable of making a fight on the gang 
Aldermen, but of winning it, and in the 
future he must be reckoned with when 
Council legislation is being considered. 


As to Extension Ordinances.

sented by the then Mayor of Chicago. In 
this connection it is well to bear in mind 
that the frontage consents acquired by this 
company contain the following clause: 
‘This petition to be void unless the under- 
ground conduit system of propulsion is used 
(no poles or overhead wires in the street).’ 

‘“‘It was upon this express condition, un- 
equivocally stated, thut the right to use the 
various streets was given by the property- 
owners and secured by the company.

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R. CUMMINGS IS DEAD. 


VETERAN RAILROAD BUILDER AND 


FINANCIER PASSES AWAY. 


His Greatest Coup in the Building of 


a Fortune Was the Construction 
and Sale of the Nickel-Plate Road, 
Which Paralleled the Vanderbilt 
Lines —Began Chicago Life as a 
Clerk in the Dry Goods Store Con- 
ducted hy Potter Palmer.

with the now rising financier, and the Lake 
Erie and Western road was undertaken. 
Mr. Cummings was a director of the com- 
pany as late as 1888. This road was a much 
larger affair than the Pekin line, having a 
total mileage of 587. 


Permanently in Chicago, 
In addition to railway building Mr. Cum- 


mings early invested moderately in country 


bank and railway stocks. He came to Chi- 
cago during the progress of the financing of 
the Nickel-Plate, settling here permanently 
in 1880. The company was organized in 
April, 1881, by the consolidation of compa- 
nies organized under the laws of New York, 
Pénnsyivania, Onhlo, Indiana, and Illinois. 
Construction followed rapidly, and the 4nd 
was opened to traffic in October, 1882. 


The. Nickel-Plate furnished a typical case 


of railway financiering. First mortgage 
ponds to the amount of $15,000,000 and sec- 
ond mortgage bonds to the amount of $10,- 
000,000 were authorized, though only §$1,- 
046,000 of the latter were actually issued. 
Equipment certificates piled up the indebted- 
ness $4,000,000 higher. The failure came in 
7885 and the reorganization in 1887, but this 
was all after the Vanderbilts had acquired 
the property. 


Chicago has always credited Mr. Cum- 


mings with the successful negotiations for 
the sale of this property, though in the East 
Calvin 8. Brice is given the greater honor. 
The deal added millions to the wealth of 
both. 

Before the date of the Nickel-Plate sale, 
however, Columbus R. Cummings was re- 
garded as a financial meteor. Shortly after 
coming to Chicago he captured the Union 
National Bank by a dash, securing control 
of the majority of the stock at a low figure. 
William B. Howard also purchased largely 
and their united holdings approximated 
$1,000,000. Mr. Cummings became a di- 
rector and, with the aid of David Dows and 
other stockholders, ousted W. C. D. Grannis 
from the presidency, nolens volens. 


In the Dry Goods Business. 
At one time Mr. Cummings was himself 


in the dry goods business. He succeeded 
the firm of Cleveland, Cummings & Wood- 


_ ruff, of which a brother was one of the 


partners, and afterwards sold out to a con- 
cern in which he wasinterested. There was 
indignation among the Eastern creditors 
and some comment at the time.

He se- 
cured the passage by the Council of the 
Consumers’ ordinance, and was also inter- 
ested in the Equitable. When W. C. Goudy 
originated the gas trust scheme Mr. Cum- 
mings fell in with it heart and soul and be- 
came one of the syndicate which secured 


control of all the local gas companies and 


made the trust enterprise practicable. In 


recent years he sold all his gas interests ex-~ 


cept some of the bonds of the Chicago Gas 
company. 

Seven or eight years ago the Union Na- 
tional Bank got into trouble through the 
possession of $1,500,000 or $2,000,000 worth 
of the securities of the Grand Rapids street 
railway companies.

PERSECUTION OF THE ARMENIANS 


Race and Continue Their | 
Terrible Crueltics.

Paris, July 12.—Pére Charmenent, 
or General of the French mission 
Levant, has received by way of the Caucasus 
and Tiflis a report prepared by a number of 
Armenian notables and Gregorian Bishops 
on the situation in Armenia. 

lt took the messenger who had the docu- 
ment in charge nearly three months to get 
through the difficulties and dangers along 
the Turkish frontier, which was carefully 
guarded against all Armenians or Armenian 
sympathizers. 

The report, which fills thirty printed pages, 
goes carefully into the situation. Accord- 

to its authors, the Turks in Armenia, 
fearing European interverition, have aban- 
doned the old practices of wholesale massa- 
cre, but during the last year there have been 
clandestine butcheries and most te-rible 
persecutions. 

Turkish soldiers boast that they have 
sworn to wipe out the whole Armenian race. 
The document recites in detail yarious forms 
of persecution. It appears that the tax col- 
lectors seize the inhabitants if they do not 
pay everything demanded. Women are 
taken through the streets with chains 
around their necks, and kept for days with- 
out food. In some cases they are fastened 
to piliars, head downward. Freezing water 
is thrown over them, or they are beaten un- 
til the blood runs. Jn other ‘cases their 
hands are tied behind their backs and then 
cats, first made furious, are thrown upon 
their bosoms. Often they are burred in 


irons. 
The document concludes with the despair- 
ing cry: ‘ Our hope is dying out. God help 
us. May Europe have pity upon us.”

HENRY FROWDE HRINGS OUT THE 
SAYINGS OF JESUS. 


Papyrus Book Found in a Mound hy 
Bernard F. Graenfell and Arthur 
S. Hunt of Oxferd University and 
Pablished in Behalf of the Egypt 
Exploration Fund — Given in the 
Original Greek, with the English 
Translation.

R. Hearst. ]—Henry Frowde publishes today, 
on behalf. of the Egyptian Exploration 
Fund, “The Logia Inkou, or Sayings of 
Our Lord,” as discovered and edited by 
Bernard P. Graenfell and Arthur 8.

The document was 
found at Oxyrhynchus, and is a leaf from @ 
papyrus book.

** More than that cannot be said with any 
approach to certainty, as an attempt to 
distinguish between second and third cen- 
tury uncials is, in the present paucity of 
dated material, extremely precarious, and 
we are less inclined to enter upon it now 
since we anticipate that the Oxyrhynchus 
collection, which contains a large-number of 
uncial fragments, will eventually throw 
much light upon the question. But in the 
meantime we are of the opinion that the 
hand of the Logia fragment is far from be- 
longing to the latest type of uncials used be- 
fore 300 A. D., and that, therefore, the papy- 
rus was probably written not much later 
than the year 200. The fragment measures 
5%x3% inches, but its height was originally 
somewhat greater, as it fs unfortunately 
broken at the bottom.’’ 

Following are the Logia, first the Greek 
and then the English verbatim: : 

Logion 1—** Kai tote diablepsis ekbalein to 
karfos to en to ofthalmo ton adelfon sou.” 

Translation—‘And then shalt thou see 
clearly to cast out the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye.” 

Confer Luke vi, 42, which agrees exactly 
with the wording of this passage. fi 

Logion 2—** Legei Iesous can mee ncesteu- 
ceon ton kosmon on mee eureete ton 
basileicn ton oeou kai eon mee sabbatiseete 
to sabbaton onk opsestse ton patera.”’ 

Translation—" Jesus saith except ye fast 
to. the world ye shall in no wise find the 
kingdom of God, and except ye_keep the 
Sabbath ye shall not see the Father,.’”’ 

This striking saying is of course new. 
The idea of renouncing the world plays an 
important part in agnostic writings, though 
of course not in them alone. 

The phrase, ye shall not find the kingdom 
of God recalls Matthew vi., 33: * Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God,” etc. ate 

Logion 3—*‘ Legei Jesous esteen en mesos 
ton kosmon kai en sarki oftheen autolo kai 
euron pantas methuon kai ondena euron 
dipsenta en autois kai pone el psukee mou 
epi tois ulois ton anthropon oti tuflol eisin tee 
kardia auton.”’ 

Transiation—" Jesus saith, I stood in the 
midst of the world and in the flesh was I 
seen of them, and I found all men drunken 
and none found I athirst among them, and 
my soul grieveth over the sons of men be- 
cause they are blind in their heart.” . 

The beginning of this logion was probably 
passage 
which was applied by several of the early 
fathers to Christ’s sojourn upon earth. 

Logion 4, consisting of one line, is unde- 
cipherable in the original logion. Five, also 
mutilated, is: ‘‘ Legei jesous opou ean osin 
hol theol kai to esmen monos to ego limi 
met auton egeiron ton lithon kakel eurecsels 
me skison to zulon kogo ekei lioni."’ 

Translation—"“ Jesus saith wherever there 
are and there is one alone I am with him. 
Raise the stone and there thou shalt find 
me. Cleave the wood and there am I.” 

The meaning constitutes the chief difficul- 
ty in this fragment. It seems certain it 
offers a general parallel to Matthew xviil., 
24: “* Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether,”’ ete., though with considerable di- 
vergences. The meaning may be that wher- 
ever there are several believers or even only 
one Jesus is always present. No expilana- 
tion can, however, be considered satis- 
factery unless it enables the Lacune to be 
filled up. 


Logion 6—‘‘ Legei jesous ouk esten dektos . 


profectee en tol patridi auton oude iatros 
poiei therapeias es tous ginoskontas auton.” 

Translation—*‘ Jesus saith a prophet is not 
acceptable in his own country, neither doth 
a physician work cures upon them that 
know him.'’ Compare Luke iv., 24, Matthew 
xill., 57, Mark vh, 4, and John iv., 44. In 
connection with the second part of the 
logion, which is new, the preceding verse in 
St. Luke’s narrative, physician heal thy- 
self, etc., and the following verse in that 
of St. Mark should be noticed.

Translation—“ Jesus saith a city built 
upon the top of a high hill and established 
can never fall nor be hid.”

The Philadelphia will re- 
main at Honolulu, however, until the Oregon 
reaches there, and perhaps longer.

HORROR OF WAR IN CUBA 


TRRRORS OF WEYLER'S REIGN MORE 
AND MORE MARKED.

Men, Women, and Little Childrey 
Perish from Starvation on the 
Streets of Santa Clara and Fone 
Dare Offer a Crust of Bread for 
Fear of Incurring the Displeasure 
of the Spanish Governor—Storics 
Vouched For by American Officials. 


Washington, D. C., July 12.—{Special.}— 
scenes come to. 
Washington from Cuba by almost every 
mail, The horrors of concentration of ‘the 
farming population in the towns grows more 
and more aggravated. Santa Clara, the cap- 
ital of the province of the same name, is 
one of the places where Weyler ordered the 
poor people to leave the cpltivation zone, ex- 
tending three miles outside of the city, and 
to move within the circle of forts. Under 
the operation of that recent order the con- 
ditions have become worse than before. 

A few days ago a representative of this 
government visited Santa Clara to distribute 
relief to the American citizens suffering 
there. A physician gave the consular rep- 
resentative this from his latest experience: 

“I will tell you what I saw this morning. 
I visited a house where I had a patient. The 
famfly begged me to go and see a family of 
reconcentrados near by. I found the father 
dead and his body lying on the bare floor. 
The mother was in a dying condition on the 
bed.. Beside her® were two children more 
dead than alive. That was only a few hours 
ago. I am sure that they are all dead by-thia 
time. Want of nourishment has done it. 
They did not need medicine. They needed 
food. I gave them a dolar,“but I know it 
was too late to save them.”’ 

On the public square in the center of this 
Cuban city of nearly 20,000 people there had 
just occurred something which will hardly 
be credited, but the statement is vouched for 
by an official of the United States. When 
Weyler’s supplemental order abolishing the 
cultivation zone was enforced a family 
of six persons was turned out of a hut, which 
was immediately burned. After vain efforts 
to obtain shelter this family camped on the 
edge of the plaga in the most frequented 
part of the city. The father thought it 
would be for only a night. In-the morning 
one of the children, a little boy, died. An- 
other ehild sickened and later the father was 
taken with the fever. Four members of 
that family perished in the little spot on the 
plaza in view of hundreds of daily passers. 

The residents of Santa Clara are sadly 
impoverished, but they were moved to take 
steps to share what they had with the recon- 
centrados. They organized a relief associa- 
tion, but, writes the American, “they had 
to give it up because the Spanish authorities 
began to say that it was a movement in the 
interest of the insurrection, and that there 


would be arrests if it went on.” 


SPAIN HEARS UNWELCOME NEWS.

POLICEMAN SEIZES OTTO GRESHAM. 


Bluccoat McClellan Charges Him with 
Interference — Justice Foster 
4 Dismisses the Case. 


Otto Gresham, son of ex-Secretary of State 
Walter Q. Gresham, was a prisoner at the 
Armory Police Court yesterday morning, 
having been arrested on Sunday evening by 
Policeman McClellan of the Cottage Grove 
Avenue Station within 100 yards of his 
home in Prairie avenue, 

Mr. Gresham was taken to the stationing 
patrol wagon with James Higgins, 4 negro, 
whom the officer had searched as @ 9Us- 
picious character.. But for the arrival of 
Lieutenant O’Brien, who ordered the re- 
lease of both men, Mr. Gresham would 
probably have spent the greater part of the 
night in a cell waiting for bondamen. 

McClellan claimed Higgins abused him 
verbally, and that Mr. Gresham called him 
ill names. Higgins was booked tor disorder- 

ly conduct and Mr, Gresham for interfering 
with an officer in the discharge of his duty. 
Justice Foster dismissed both cases 
day. 

Mr. Gresham, in speaking of the affair, 


said: 

“I was returning to my home from a visit, 
and as I neared the house I met Higgins, 
who was much excited. It appears Higgins 
was returning to his home with some wash- 
ing under his arm when he met McClellan, 


He questioned the fellow and insisted on 
o the bundle. The colored man was 
found to be all right and was allowed to go, 

Higgins 
sisted on telling me of the affatr. I told 
him I thought the officer was justified in 
stopping a citizen, and ff he felt injured to 
report the matter to the proper officials in- 
stead of protesting to me. 

““MeClellan came up when he saw us 
talking and accused me of interfering with 
his affairs. He had been drinking, for bis 
breath bore the odor of liquor, but at the 
same time I would not say he was drunk. 
He insisted upon arresting us both, and after 
protesting in vain we submitted. There 
was no disturbance or improper lenguage 
used by any one at the time, and I see ne 
excuse for the arrest.”’ 

The matter reached Chief of Police Kip- 
ley yesterday in the form of a police reports 
and @ protest from Alderman Fitch.

SPALDING AT BAR POR EMBRZZLING. 


Professor Shattuck Testifies the Gen- 
eral Fand Had Money Enough 
Without Hypeothecating Bonds. 


Professor 8. W. Shattuck of the University 
of Illinois took the stand yesterday in the 
embezzlement trial of Charles W. Spaiding, 
ex-President of the Globe Bank and ex- 
Treasurer of the university, and declared 
there was money enough in the general 
fund to meet all warrants drawn up to the 
date the endowment bonds were hypothe- 
cated. The contention of the defense was 
that Spalding has been obliged to hypothe- 
cate the bonds in order to meet the warrants 
drawn by the unfversity officials. 

Rapid progress was made in the trial. 
When Judge Dunne opened court at 9:30 a. 
m. Assistant State’s Attorney McEwen 
made a brief opening statement of the case, 
alleging that in the spring of 1896 Spalding, 
then Treasurer of the university, hypothe- 
cated with the’First National Bank twenty- 
eight $1,000 school bonds of Morgan County, 
which are endowment bonds of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, for a loan of $25,000. 

E. J. Blossom, manager of the collateral 
department of the First National Bank, 
testified to the hypothecation. 

Then Professor Shattuck gave his testi- 
mony about the general fund. 

‘Herbert Skinner, Spalding’s private secre- 
tary, identified a letter written by him to 
Professor Shattuck on the day the Globe 
Bank closed its doors, assuring him the 
bonds and funds of the university were 
protected. Skinner said the letter was 
written at Spalding’s dictation. 

Attorney Jaihmes E. Moore repeated his 
testimony regarding the demand made on 


Spalding for the bonds. 
The prosecution rested soon after the

FLIBS A NOVEL SKY-SCRAPING KITE 


Soarer Which Men eon Earth 
Take for an Airship. - 


A new kind of kite was flown in the air 


Stock Exchange Building all day yester- 
day. Its inventor, Silas Conyne, 861 North 
Whipple street, says it combines all the 
perfect points of-other kites. 

Being different in shape from most other 
kites, many people on the streets who saw 
it hated it as an airship. It consists of two 
triangles, connected by a light framework, 
and having wings on each side after the 
Malay pattern.

SLOW WORK ON THE TARIPP MEASURE 


Conferees Are Holding Out for the Bill 


as Passed in Their Respec- 
tive Houses. 


Washington, D. C., July 12.—The tariff 
conferees have struck some snags in their 
work. “he minor matters were easily ad- 
justed, but on all important features there 
has been no agreement, and the outlook to- 
day was that several reports would have to 
be made before an adjustment couid be 
reached. The House conferees are standing 
solidly by their bill, and the Senate conferees 
are no less tenacious. 

The Senate conferees have laid before the 
House members the condition in the Senate, 
where there is no actual majority of the Re- 
publicans, and where other than Republican 
yotes are necessary to pass the bill or adopt 
a conference report. They assert that in 
1294 the Democrats were in better shape in 
the Senate than the Republicans now. as 
they had an actual majority, yet the Ilouse 
was finally compelled to accept the Senate 
pill in order to pass it. 

The members of the House have toid the 
Senators that they cannot accept the Sen- 
ate amendments on many important items. 
Lumber has been in dispute and the House 
-eonferees have insisted that the House rate 
on white pine must be accepted, and they 
have been supported in this by Senator Rur- 
rows of Michigan. The House rate was $2 
and the Senate reduced itto $1. The House 
eonferees haye refused to accept even the 
rate which was originally reported in the 

bill, and stand for the House rate, 

The House conferees are also insisting 
upon higher compensatory duties on manu- 
factures of cotton on account of the drty of 
per cent on raw cotton.

behind a faro table in a mountain mining 
camp to dancing before the footlights in a 


metropolitan theater. At present he is the 
man who plays the part of the Tombstone 
editor in Hoyt’s “‘ A Black Sheep.” 

Mr. Devere is a born teller of stories and 
singer of songs, and in his new book he 
presents numerous narratives of the wild 
and woolly life in the far West, done into 
rough but often effective verse. In a brief 
preface he assures us that the characters 
and incidents are true, whatever the ver- 
nacular, the diction, the syntax, or the rest 
of the “ débris "* may be. He continues: 

Some of my characters are still living. The 
moet of them occupy positions of trust; some few 
of them are still prospecting in the Rockies or in 
the deserts of the wild West. Some sleep in un- 
marked graves upon the mountain side amid the 
‘crooning of the pignon pines. They were all my 
friends. I knew no bad men in the West; they 
all had good traits about them, and the roughest 
of them were the most charitable. They made 
unchronicled history. 

Trust Mr. Devere every time to find the 
golden vein of charitableness or of senti- 
ment in the crude ores of mining camp life. 


“There is many a nugget of it in his verse, 


and what matters it though some of the 
d does adhere to it? 


The piece that gives the book its title tells 

how a new piano arrived in a mining camp 

where nobody could play it until there ar- 
rived a blear-eyed individual— 


A regular mountain nomad, whom nobody knew 


in camp, 
The ne plus ultra specimen of a biped called the 
tramp. 

But some of the others are better—for in-

His verse 
lacks polish, but it often has in it a ring that 
reminds one of Eugene Field’s “‘ Red-Hoss 
Mountain’ and “ Casey’s Tabble Dote.”’ 
In fact, one feature of the book is an auto- 
graph letter from Field to the author and 
a graceful tribute to the Chicago poet. 

As I wander through the reflex

God bless that dear Bohemian,
